The hottest water, about 80 


degrees, Is at the equator, and the cold- 
est at the poles. 
At a depth of TOO 


feet, however, the ocean, even In the 
tropics, .Is extremely cold. 
This Icy 


water has drifted down from the poles, 
spreading Its chilling effect over the 
entire sea. 
In the lowest depths the 


temperature Is very close to the free* 
Ing point. There Is no danger that 
the ocean will ever freeze, because the 
water Is in perpetual motion through 
waves, tides nnd currents, and also be- 
cause the wnrm water at the equator 
keeps the general temperature from 
dropping too low.

Taket Mettagti on Fly 


'. The-British air'service In Wesopo- 
tamla has perfected a scheme for de- 
livering written meisages to planes 
without the necessity of their landing 
and stopping to pick up the docu- 
ments. 


A line is stretched between two 


poles about 6 feet high and perhaps 
20 feel apart. To this line the mes- 
sage Is lied. By spreading large pieces 
of TcloUn.on 'the .ground-in a prear- 
iranged 'pattern the'pilot of the air- 
craft Is signaled that there |s a mes- 
sage for him;.the arrangement of the 
cloth also-Indicates" In what direction 
he must fly to cross the line between 
the poles at right angles. If more than 
.one plane is up, the cloth again tells 
which plane Is to receive the message. 


The selected plant swoops low over 


the poles, and the pilot dangles a line 
to the end of which is attached a 
hooh. This engages the line to which 
the message Is tied, and line, message 
and all are dragged Into the air. The 
pilot reels In his catch as the plnne 
speeds away. If the'message Is to be 
delivered the plane simply dives to the 
point of delivery and drops the raei- 
Mge.

'- Won't Face Changing 
' 


According to Sir Arthur Keith, 


noted British scientist, changes In man 
are now taking place more rapidly 
than at any other period In his history1, 
says the Pathflnder. The time Is not 
yet ripe, however, for the production 
of "supermen," he says. 


He. Is convinced. that certain char- 


acteristics appearing In a larga pro- 
portion of modern humans are of re- 
cent origin. The most marked changes,' 
he finds, are In the bone under the 
gums In. which the teeth are rooted— 
Ihe most plastic bone In the body. 


In 30 per cent of the people this 


bone, Instead of spearing outward as 
in prehistoric races, tends to,grow In 
a .v.ertioil,.direction, producing a nar- 
row, "high-arched palate. This leaves 
Insufficient room for the normal num- 
ber of teeth and such as appear are 
crowded, the wisdom teeth often fall- 
Ing to come througl.. These changes 
In the mouth give usdue prominence 
to the nose and chin and tend to make 
faces long and narrow.
